Lands Should Have Been Held. 

‘But whether the President is right or 
whether the map is right, and whoever 
Ryan and his associates will be shown 
io represent, it is true, and will remain 
true, that the lands about Controller 
I‘ay should never have been let go. 

“It was the President’s duty to hold 
the terminal lands around Controller 
isay in Government ownership. As with 
thie coal lands, the title to the harbor 
lands which are the key to the coa! 
lands, should have been held, in any 
event, until Congress could act. In the 
meantime, contrary to the general im- 
pression, the very fact that these 'ands 
were in a national forest made them 
fully and promptly available under leasc 
for every proper use, yet held them 
subject to Government supervision ana 
control.

Louis, says the advance means that 
the present price of sugar is $5.45 a 
hundred pounds in New York, plus 
the freight to any point to which it 
may be shipped. 

20 Pounds for $1.15, 
This raises the price to a little more 
than $5.50 a hundred pounds in St. Louis. 
That is the figure at which the jobber 
buys it. 

The retail price tn St. Louis, as quoted 
by one of the largest grocery stores, 
following the advance, is $5.60 for hun- 
dred-pound lots. This means that the 
housekeeper Who can afford to buy in 
that quantity can get 20 pounds of 
granulated sugar for $1.12. Those who 
buy in smaller lots will pay $1.15 for 29 
pounds. 

Neither broker Hutchinson nor others 
questioned could tell how the price is 
fixed except that it is made by “the 
refining interests in New York.” It 
has been openly charged in recent trust 
investigations that the price is fixed 
by the Sugar Trust. 

Hutchinson says that the advance is 
due to the fact that all of the Cuban 
sugar has been marketed and that the 
refiners now have to send to Europe fér 
the raw product. ° 
This condition, he says, prevails every 
year at this season.

Elevator Man Missing.

This was further corroborated by the 
fact that one of the hotel elevator men 
is missing, and could not located ut 
either of two addresses had given 
the hotel management.

I think it much 
more likely that the murderers were 
seeking District Attorney Whitman, 
whose apartment Is next door, and 
that they got in the wrong room.’ 

Evidences of a desperate struggle 
between the elderly victim of the 
murderers and the men who killed 
him were apparent, and the 
setting of the tragedy furnished a 
complete story in still objects, which 
told in detail what had happened 
in the room. 

A chloroform bottie found in the clos- 
et, empty and with the name on its 
sull-marked label destroyed, told of an 
effort to chloroform a sleeping victim. 
|A gag in his mouth, made from a towel, 
added the detail of enforced silence, and 
the torn condition of Jackson’s pajamas 
ithe number and character of his wounds, 
and the condition of the room made the 
thread of the tragedy perfectly plain. 

Fought Like a Madman - 

The murderers gagged Jackson and 
while engaged in this work he awoke.

ise wool bill offered by Senator La Fol- 
lete of YYisconsin, a modification of both 
his own and the House bill was passed 
by the Senate, 40 to 32, through the un- 
ton of Democrats and Republican insur- 
gents. On this middle ground the Demo- 
crats, having secured a record vote on 
the original Underwood bill, joined with 
the Republican insurgent forces. 

The measure adopted reduces the raw 
wool duty to 35 per cent ad valorem and 
correspondingly reduces the duties on 
woolen articles. 

There is some doubt as to what 
eourse the House Democrats will pur- 
sue with regard to the compromise 
bill. House Leader Underwood sev- 
eral days ago served notice that the 
House would not accept the original 
La Follette bill. 


Veto Is Expected. 
Although President Taft has made 


no definite utterance to that effect, 
it has been strongly intimated at the 
White House from time to time that 
he might feel called on to veto a 
wool tariff bill passed in advance of a 
report on that schedule from the 
tariff board. 

The ‘“‘regular’’ Republican members of 
the Senate Finance Committee an- 
nounced that because of the carrying 
out: of the Democratic-Republican in- 
surgent wool program they would re- 
fusé to serve on the conference com- 
mittee between the two houses. 

“The situation is entirely to our lik- 
ing,”’ said Chairman Penrose of the 
Fo scance Committee. ‘“‘We are satisfied 
that the President will veto any Dill 
that can be sent to him within the range 
prescribed and we shall proceed next 
winter with whatever tariff revision 
may be necessary. Then we shall have 
the Tariff Board’s report and can work 
intelligently.”’ 

The passage of the bill came after a 
defeat of the Underwood House bill, ‘44 
to 36, on almosé a party vote, and after 
the original La Follette substitute had 
been voted down with only the Repub- 
lican insurgents in its favor. Having 
secured a vote on the Underwood bill as 
passed by the House, the Democrats 
them supported a motion made by Sena- 
tor La Follette to reconsider the vote by 
which their bill was defeated. 

As soon as the motion to reconsider 
had been carried, La Follette offered his 
cumpromise.

It is 
a statement by one Miss M. F. Abbott 
that in an examination of the files of 
the Interior Department a few weeks 
ago, she found a postcript attached toa 
fetter of July 13, 1910, addressed by Mr.

—and in the present record—urging the 
elimination of land enough for terminals 
for the Controller Railway and Naviga.- 
ticn Co. The postcript was said to read 
as follows: 

Dear D 

I went to see the President the 
other day. He asked me who it was 

i represented. I told him according 

io our agreement, that I represented 

myself. But this didn’t seem to sat- 
isfy him. So I sent for Charlie Taft 
and asked him to tell his brother, 
the President, who it was I really 
represented. The President made no 
further objection to my claim. 

Yours, DICK. 

“The postscript is not now on the 
files of the department. If it were it 
would be my duty to transmit it under 
this resolution. I do not transmit it, 
not only for the reason that it is not 
now on the files of the department, 
but for the reason that it never was 
on the files of the department, at 
least as an authentic document. Who 
is really responsible for its wicked 
fabrication if it ever existed, or for 
the viciously false statement made as 
to its authenticity, is immaterial for 
the purposes of this communication. 

“The purport of the postscrip? is, 
and the intention of the fabricator 
was, to make Mr. Richard S. Ryan 
testify through its words to the pub- 
lic that although I was at first op- 
posed in the public interé¢st to grant- 
ing the elimination which he request- 
ed, nevertheless through the undue 
influence of my brother, Mr. Charles 
P. Taft, and the disclosure of the real 
persons in interest, I was induced im- 
properly and for the promotion of 
their private gain, to make the order.

As to Miss Abbott. 

“The person upon whose statement 
the existence of what has been prop- 
erly characterized as an amazing 
postscript is based is a writer for the 
newspapers and 2agazines. 

“She was given permission by Secre- 
tery Fisher, after consultation with 
me, to examine all the files in respect 
tc the Controller Bay matter—and this 
under the supervision of Mr. Brown, 
then private secretary to the Secretary 
oi the Interior. After the examination, 
at which she alleges she received this 
postscript from the hand of Mr. Brown, 
she prepared an elaborate article on 
the subject of this order and Controller 
Bay, which she submitted to Mr. Fish- 
er, and which she discussed with Mr.

But every one 
must know that the resources of 
Alaska can never become available 
either to the people of Alaska or to 
the public of the United Statcs unless 
reasonable opportunity is granted to 
those who would invest their money 
to secure a return proportionate to 
the risk run in the investment and 
reasonable under all the circum- 
stances.

While there is no warrant for pre- 
dicting a war with Germany, as the 
present British Government is not com- 
posed of jingoes, the European situa- 
‘ion is greatly strained, and warlike in- 
fluences are beginning to play their sin- 
ister game. 

King George was worn out by his ex- 
acting roval progresses at coronation 
time when he was plunged into the pres- 
ent situation, capable of developing the 
gravest complications. He is_ losing 
sieep, and his health is suffering severe- 
ly under the strain. 


Kin Is Exhausted. 
It is stated that after his interviews 


with Mr. Balfour and Lerd Lansdowne 
on Tuesday he was so faint that oxygen 
had to be administered. That was the 
|second time recently that this restora- 
tive had to be emploved. The first oc- 
cesion was on the morning of the sec- 
ond procession through London, the cor- 
ornation ceremonials of the. preceding 
day having left him in an exhausted 
condition. 

He is feverishly anxious to escape the 
necessity of creating peers and is ap- 
pealing to all to save him from 
that painful expedient. But now for the 
first time it is believed that the attitude 
of the Chamberlain no-surrender party 
will compel the Government to send at 
lears 200 peers to the House of Lords. 

this step becomes inevitable, owing to 
the inability of Balfour and Lansdowne 
to control their followers, it is under- 
stood that Balfour will retire from public 
life. 

The Morocco crisis is said to have de- 
veloped in a way that is highly unsat- 
isfactory to Great Britain. There is a 
rumor that France has been willing to 
accord to Germany the compensation in 
the French Congo as an addition to ‘the 
‘Cameroons colony that Germany has de- 
manded. In short, France prizes a free 
hand in Morocco above everything. 

But England is said to have inter- 
vened and vetoed the proposed settle- 
ment as giving Germany a strategical 
position on the Atlantic, destructive to 
Britain’s principal trade routes. This is 
said to be the “‘new-situation’’ meant by 
Prime Minister Asquith in his first pro- 
nouncement on the Agadir incident. 

Premier Asquith made a statement in 
the House of Commons today on the 
subject of Morocco which fully bore 
out the description of the situation as 
one of real anxiety. The position, the 
Premier said, had reached a_ point 
at which it was bound to become diffi- 
cult: and harassing unless a_ solution 
was found. ’ 

Asquith said that Great Britain was 
not a party to the conversations pro- 
ceeding between France and Germany, 
but earnestly and sincerely desired to 
see them result in an arrangement hon- 
orable and satisfactory to both parties. 

He earnestly appealed to the House 
not to seek to enter into the details 
of the situation at the present moment. 

The Premier said the Government had 
thought it right from the beginningt to 
make it clear that falling in a satis- 
factory settlement, Great Britain must 
become an active party to a discus- 
sion of the situation, 


FRANCE WILL NOT 
CEDE TERRITORY 


PARIS, July 27.—The deadlock _ be- 
tween France and Germany continues 
but France expects that a way will be 
found for a peaceful solution. To this 
end she-is prepared to go to the limits 
of conciliation but cannot agree either 
to evacuate Morocco or hand over huge 
blocks of African territory merely in 
return for Germany’s reiterated assur- 
ance that France will not be bothered 
in the future in Morocco. 

The international peace fdvocates 
point out that the real danger of the 
situation rests in. the nations offending 
Germany's pride by driving her into a 
corner from which she might strike in 
anger. 

The Matin today devotes an article to 
what it styles “The German bluff,” 
which says that no one in Germany 
would think of daring to risk a strug- 
gle against the triple entente. The 
paper adds: 

“The Agadir incident demonstrates 
that Emperor William's efforts to obtain 
better relations with Great Britain were 
pure hypocrisy. The real aim was to 
separate England and France.”

Mrs. Ethel Marik, prisoner of hate 
in the Clayton jail, has resolved to taste 
the joys of solitude. Henceforth, until 
the jail doors open for her release Aug. 
13, the admiring and the curious who 
chance to be in Clayton will have to go 
their ways without seeing the Forest 
Park Heights woman who stays in.a 
cell rather than permit her willing hus- 
band to pay her fine for pulling her 
neighbor’s hair. She will get along very 
nicely without company, for her mind 
is busy planning the new dress and 
hat, with waving willow plume, which 
she expects to provide from the money 
saved by her stay in fail. 

Mrs. Marik Wednesday asked Mrs. 
John Grueninger Jr., wife of the Sheriff 
and matron of the jail, to refuse all re- 
quests to see her made by persons other 
than her mother and her husband. Her 
mother has not seen her for a week, 
and her husband has called only once, 
last Saturday. 

Mrs. Grueninger granted the request.

DIARY. REVEALS 
LOVE FOR BEATTIE 


Girl Called Man Charged With 
Wife’s Murder ‘‘My Darling: 
Baby Henry.” 








ANOTHER WOMAN IN CAS= 





Banker, With Much Time and 
Money, Sought Widely for 
Diversion. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
RICHMOND, Va., July 27.—From the 


diary of Beulah Binford, ‘“‘the woman 


in the case’’ of the Beattie murder, the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent is able to 


present some extracts. The book is 


now in the possession of the State and 
the contents have not been given out 
here. They show how deeply she had 
become attached to young Henry Clay 

Beattie again after her %irst infatua- 
tion had cooled. The diary was writ- 
ten in a little pocket memorandum 
book. It begins in May. On the fly 
leaf was this: 

“I’m going to write a little love note 
every night in this little book for my 
darling Henry.’’ 

It is thought Beattie saw the book 
on his visits to the girl. The diary 
ended suddenly July 19, the day of the 
murder of Beattie’s wife. The date 
was written on the top of the page but 
there was nothing under It. 

The first note reads: 

“May 18.—My darling Henry: Just a 
line to let you know that I still love 
you with all my heart.” 

Notes More Endearing. 

“May 19.—My darling baby: Please 
be a good boy and don’t flirt with 
other girls. Your own baby (signed) 
Beulah.”’ 

Beginning in June the tone of the 
notes became more endearing. For in- 
stance, June 3, she wrote: 

“My darling came to see me at 9:30 
tonight, and stayed until 11. He was 
awfully sweet to me,” 

Henry Clay Beattie Jr. went to Nor- 
folk June 20, and wrote Beulah that 
night. The diary of June 21 says: 

“I got a dear, sweet note from my 
baby in Norfolk today. Henry, please 
don’t stay all night in Norfolk.” 

Then the next day this: 

“My baby is coming back today, and 
I must be around the house to see him.” 
Can’t Close Her Eves. 
Frequent references were made to 
visits to the doctor during the latter 
part of June, at the time she seemed 
to be ill. On three successive ‘ days 
her diary stated she had been ill the 
night before and unable to close her 

eyes before daylight. 

“June 25: I am going to get a flat 
for myself, and Henry can come and 
see me as often as he likes, and nobody 
will have anything to do with it.” 

This one bears no date: “My dar- 
ling baby Henry—I went out with P. 
tonight, but I won't do it any more, 
for Henry does not like him. I don’t 
care anything for P., he is too mean.” 
About the same time: “My darling 
Henry—I wish you would see B. and 
talk with him; as you have more in- 
fluence and he will pay more attention 
to what you say. M. L. is going to 
move and I don’t think they will let me 
go with them.” 

Takes Her for a Ride. 
June 26: ‘‘My Henry called me up to- 
day and we talked about getting rooms. 
Went to town to look for rooms today.”’ 
June 28: “My Henry called me up to- 
day and had a long talk and it made me 
fee] so much better.” 
June 30: ‘‘My Henry came by tonight 
and took me for a ride.”’ 
July 4: “Went to the ball game, then 
down Broad street, and came back and 
went to bed at ll o'clock.” 
July 9: “My darling Henry boy came 
by tonight and we went down to May’s 
and stayed there till nearly midnight. 
Then came down and dreamed.” 
The Binford girl’s pictures do not do 
her justice. She is very pretty and has 
a bright mind. 
Two other important features marked 
the development of the day in the mys- 
terious murder case, and neither helps 
the young husband, now in jail on the 
accusation of the Coroner’s jury that 
he killed his wife. The first is that 
Beattie planned that no one should ac- 
company him and his wife in his auto- 
mobile on the night she was murdered, 
and that he saw to it that they were 
alone, telling the members of her fam- 
ily that he had matters of importance 
to discuss with her. The wife was not 
inclined to go at first and was urged by 
her mother to go on what proved to be 
her death journey. 

Another Woman in Case, 

The second development has to do 
with ariother woman in the case, an- 
other girl with whom Beattie is alleged 
to have had an affair and whose name 
was brought in by Beulah Binford. Ho-yv 
far this discovery affects the case is 
problematical, for Beattie is the son of 
a wealthy family and was given a gen- 
erous allowance. He had an automobile, 
an aversion to work and women played 
big parts in his program of life. 

Even those who are loudest in their 
professions of belief in Beattie'’s guilt 
admit that in many respects the case is 
absolutely baffling, a mystery of the 
darkest sort in which many elements— 


love, hatred, fear, cupidity, cruelty— 


enter.

VOTE FOR THE NEW CAPITOL. . 

The Citizens’ Industria: Association is opposed 
to the bond issue for a new State Capitol to be 
voted on next Tuesday, because it is provided 
that the work shall be donc by union labor. 

Col. Torrey of Fruitville is opposed to the bond 
issue because he thinks $3,500,000 too high a 
price, because the strict regulations of the secret 
ballot have been waived, because other State in- 
stitutions need the money and because a better 
site than Jefferson City can easily be secured—to- 
wit, Fruitville. 

There are doubtless other objections and ob- 
jectors, but nothing has been offered in opposi- 
tion of enough importance to affect the general 
opinion that Missonri must have a new capitol 
building as soon as possible and that $3,500,000 
is not an excessive price and well within the 
power of the State to pay for a permanent and 
adequate building. 

The special act under which the voting is to be 
done provides ample safeguards against graft and 
is specific enough to permit everyone to have a 
distinct idea of that for which he is voting. Every- 
one should go to the polls and vote for the bond 
issue, to the end that the question may be settled, 
and not continued to bring forth new causes of 
controversy and whet the whims, fads and par- 
ticular predilections of particular persons and or- 
ganizations to a cutting edge.

No other American city has displ:ved through 
patience the same affeetién for the national game 
that St. Louis has displayed. If she ié to be final- 
ly rewarded, gither this year or next, this is ding 
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DEFYING THE LAW. 

If anything has been legally settled it is that 
municipalities have the power to compel rail- 
roads to abolish grade crossings. The United 
States Supreme Court, as the final authority, has 
upheld ordinances directing such abolishment 
even where the entire cost was to be paid by 
the railroad. 

Following this ruling the Municipal Assembly 
passed an ordinance last February directing 
the Missouri Pacific to abolish the dangerous 
grade crossing at Chouteau and Vandeventer 
avenues. The railroad company has paid no 
attention to the ordinance. City officials have 
paid no attention to it either. 

Before the ordinance was passed railroad of- 
ficials objected on the ground that it was un- 
reasonable because the entire cost of the work 
was saddled on the railroad. Several members 
of the Municipal Assembly favored the plan to 
have the city pay part of the cost because it 
would expedite the work. They said frankly 
they feared the railroad company would not obey 
the ordinance. 

The ordinance has not been obeyed. The rail- 
read has no intention of obeying it unless it fs 
compelled to. City officials charged with en- 
forcing the law have’done nothing. They stand 
helpless before a law-defying railroad. . 

It is not an unprecedented situation. Chicago 
railroads assumed a similar attitude. Chicago 
called out the police. Every train was compelled 
to come to a dead stop before every street cross- 
ing from city limits to station. A speed limit 
of six miles an hour within the city was fixed 
and enforced. It was effective. Grade crossings 
were abolished. | 

St. Louis city officials having any regard for 
their duties or their oaths would try this or 
something as promising. They would discover 
by test whether the Missouri Pacific is stronger 
than the police force as well as the police power. 
If it is they would appeal to the Governor for 
troops. 

Incidentally, officials with any regard for the 
protection of life and the safety of the people, 
would compel the United Railways to obey the 
law which requires cars to come to a full stop 
before running across intersecting tracks, at 
the Chouteau crossing and everywhere else. 

It is not surprising that the Missouri Pacific 
and the United Railways defy the law when the 
city authorities are indifferent about its en- 
forcement. 
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The discovery that the central route in the 
State highway competition has a toll bridge, 
where the charge for automobiles is 50 cents, is 
an-argument against the adoption of that route. 
St. Louisans get quite enough of the toll bridge 
thing on their railroaqd journeys into and out 
of their own city. 


THE VITAL QUESTION. 

It is a question if the peace and dignity of the 
community can much longer afford the protracted 
meetings of the House of Delegates. If Mr. Law- 
ton was ready to fight Mr. Lahiv at the last meet- 
ing, and Mr. Lahiv only ignored the challenge be- 
cause he is a much younger man than the Speak- 
er, as we are told was the case, it is cnly a ques- 
tion of time until members of somewhat similar 
wrath and age will engage in fistic combat, and 
we shall then be sorry that we did not excuse the 
House at the outset of the heated term. 

Whether Mr. Kreismann or Mr. Kiel shall rule 
is much too vital and important an issue to be 
contested at a time when at least some of the 
contestants are not as sweet and patient as they 
would otherwise be. It ought to be suffered to 
rest until fall, when man’s temper is more serene. 
Independence, reciprocity and the revision of the 
tariff are good midsummer issues. Too intricate 
to win popular interest, they naturally do not 
arouse the champions of the people to saying and 
doing intemperate things. The Kiel-Kreismann 
issue, upon the contrary, is not a good midsum- 
mer issue. It,too immediately affects the people 
and therefore moves the champions of the people 
to ends which are for purposes of communal quiet 
and well being much too extreme. 

If the House would confine itself to the hos- 
pital bill, irrespective of any other consideration 
than the community’s responsibility for the in- 
jured and the afflicted, it would as like as not 
be able to hold a nice gentlemanly session and 
finally adjourn. The hospital bill contains noth- 
ing but the simplest equations of governr ent and 
humanity.

Kreismann embroglio. '

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THE REAL MOROCCO QUESTION. 

Germany,. rescued by British arms, as Lloyd- 
George intimated the other day, from humillfa- 
tion at the hands of Napoleon, did not become 
unified and formidable until 1871. Then she 
found the world partitioned off by her more 
fortunate neighbors. She arrived too late, and 
has never ceased to resent the fact and to pre- 
pare. herself to force, when the time arrived, a 
division of the world’s backlands commensurate 
with ‘her ambition and her armaments. The 
pressure she exerts has behind it 4,000,000 fight- 
ing men and the propulsion of a population that 
has been swelled since 1871 by 25,000,000; in 
effect by another nation the size of Austria. 

That is the Morocco question, nakedly stated. To- 
morrow it may cal] itself the Congo or Holland 
or Belgium or Balkan question; but it will be the 
same question. In 1903 England and France added 
to Germany’s~ grievance that she had arrived 
too late by undertaking to settle the future of 
Morocco’ as if the German army did not exist. 
Under the guise of “pacific penetration” France 
was gradually to absorb Morocco and add it to 
her African empire. Then came the Kaiser's 
sword-rattle and the international conference 
and compromise at Algeciras in 1906, which 
runs out this year. The sword is rattling again, 
for again—although for reasons unavoidable— 
French columns have penetrated the Sheereefian 
empire. Wilhelm has a cruiser at the Moroccan 
port of,Agadir. He wants, as “compensation” for 
the Frertch advance in Morocco, nearly the whole 
of the French Congo and a reversionary . right 
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will. concede, more than England would permit, 
more than Russia, on paper would tolerate. But
